as a necessary part of birth records. 
Before we go into 


an yth in g new of that sort it behooves us to see to the p ri­ 


m ary duty. 
A ccord in g to the D ep artm ent’s C h ild ren 's Bureau, 


tw enty-five of the forty-eight states— more than h alf— 


now fail to keep an yth in g like satisfactory recordsiof the 


population. 
Siich know ledge is at the base of the orderly 


conduct of affairs. 
It enters into the enforcem ent of la w s 


on com pulsory education. 
M ost of the elem ental rights 


of citizens at one tim e or another are involved. 
N either 


the individual nor the State can afford to 
neglect 
the 


m atter. 
It should he noted that the twenty-three States that 


approxim ately fulfil the requirem ents in these m atters con­ 


tain more than half the population. 
A n d in the others by 


no means a m ajo rity of the population is in question. But 


when all is said the situation is one ca llin g for prompt a t­ 


tention and rem edy.— N ew Y o rk Sun. 


Tennessee Would Back Up 


T h e House of the legislature of Tennessee on T u esd ay 


voted by a decisive m ajority to expunge from the record 


the action by a m ajo rity vote of the same body in ra tify ­ 


ing the nineteenth amendment to the federal constitution. 


In other words Tennessee, after h aving voted in favor 


of the w o m an ’s suffrage am endm ent and perform ed the 


last act necessary to m ake the proposed extension of suf­ 


frage to the wom en of A m erica effective, sought to n u llify 


the act and render the am endm ent which it had given 


v ita lity — again an ineffective proposal. 


T h e action, of course, raises some “ nice legal ques­ 


tions” but the probabilities are all against the d evitaliza­ 


tion of the suffrage am endm ent. 
The proposal was adopt­ 


ed in the m atter prescribed by the federal constitution 


and the solemn official prom ulgation of its final ratifica­ 


tion had been made. 
It was an effective-operating part 


of the constitution and it is not lik ely that so form al and 


solemn an act can, once done, he undone in so frivolous 


a w ay. 
W h ile the legal departm ents of the state of Tennessee 


and the federal governm ent w ill wrestle w ith the problem 


presented and w hile it is possible that some form of court 


proceeding m ay he necessary to get the final official legal 


decree, it seems not unlike the problem presented by the 


prohibition am endm ent. 
It is the federal constitution pro­ 


visions that control in am endm ents, 
It points out the 


m anner in w hich it m ay he amended and the m anner in 


w hich an am endm ent once adopted m ay he stricken out— 


by another am endm ent. 


T h e Tennessee legislature h aving taken tile steps {ire- 


scribed by the federal constitution, it seems that it can­ 


not follow the w him s of its members in undoing that w hich 


has been done in harm ony w ith the higher law of the land 


— the federal constitution itself. 


No, the wom en of A m erica, once invested w ith suf­ 


frage, ca n ’t be deprived of it except in the w a y prescribed 


for am ending the federal constitution. 


T h a t vie w seem s the hest one to bet on now at an y 


rate.
